figured resulted in any injury to the 
occupants. 
Strang was presented by 


Congressman Butler Ames with the 
$1,000 trophy for the manufacturer of 
the winning car and also with $500 
for himself from the Lowell Automo- 
bile club, under whose auspices the 
race was held. 
Grant received $250 


and Bourque $150. 


Race Never In Doubt. 


Strang took the lead early in the 


race and kept it throughout, tearing 
around lap after lap with utter disre- 
gard 
of the speed rules, scarcely 


slackening his speed even at the 
dread "hairpin" turn, the most dan- 
gerous spot on the course. Steadily 
drawing away from the other cars, he 
-ompleted thi> race while his nearest 
competitor was still on the twentieth 
lap. 
His fastest circuit of the course 


was made on the sixth lap, when he 
covered the 10.C miles in 10 minutes 
and 
53 seconds. During one hour 


early in the race he covered 53 miles. 
Strang was the only one of the driv- 
ers to go through the contest without 
a 
single 
accident to his machine. 


Once only he stopped for a few sec 
onds to investigate a threatened trou- 
ble, but this was his only halt.
